Ford  budget  proposes 
record  deficit  spending 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
19  76  budget  containing  a 
record  peacetime  deficit  of 
$52  billion  and  projecting 
high  unemployment  through 
1979  was  sent  to  Congress 
Monday  by  President  Ford. 

“From  all  Americans  we 
must  ask  for  perserverance 
and  a  willingness  to  tolerate 
some  painful  measures 
necessary  to  restore  good 
economic  health,”  the 
President  said  in  a  statement. 

The  budget’s  outlook  for 
unemployment  was  especially 
grim  —  an  average  8.1  per 


cent  this  year,  7.9  per  cent 
next  year,  and  remaining 
above  6  per  cent  of  the  labor 
force  until  1980. 

Inflation  also  will  remain 
high  in  the  immediate  future, 
averaging  11.3  per  cent  this 
year  and  7.8  per  cent  next 
year,  according  to  the  budget. 
The  nation’s  economy  will 
plunge  3.3  per  cent  overall 
this  year,  compared  with  2.2 
per  cent  last  year. 

Total  budget  outlays  for 
the  year  beginning  July  1  are 
projected  at  $349.4  billion, 
up  from  $313.4  billion  in 


1  975,  and  receipts  are 
estimated  at  $297.5  billion, 
compared  with  $278.8  billion 
this  year. 

Ford  proposed  increased 
spending  for  defense, 
unemployment  aid  and 
energy  research,  but  asked 
Congress  to  cut  other 
spending  by  $  1 7  billion. 

The  reaction  from  Congress 
was  cautious  at  best,  and 
highly  critical  at  worst.

with  the  virus  striking  very  quickly, 
according  to  Dr.  Fukushima.  “The 
incubation  period  is  usually  three  days  and 
runs  its  course  shortly,  but  the  infected 
person  should  see  a  physician  in  case  of 
complications.” 

The  director  of  the  BYU  Health  Center, 
Dr.  Cloyd  Hofheins,  reported  that  BYU  has 
been  hit  with  the  type  A-2  virus  as  well. 
There  were  158  reported  cases  last  week  at 
BYU,  Hofheins  said  and  those  reported  were 
affected  for  three  to  seven  days. 

“People  most  likely  to  be  hit  are  those 
with  heart  and  metabolic  diseases,”  said  Dr. 
Hofheins. 

“This  virus  is  a  form  of  the  British  Mutant 
Virus,  and  is  not  affected  by  any  antibodies, 
so  a  person  should  only  treat  the  symptoms 
of  the  virus,  and  relieve  pain  by  taking 
aspirin.” 

The  elderly  of  the  community  are  advised 
to  safeguard  their  health  by  staying  indoors 
and,  if  the  virus  does  strike,  to  consult  a 
physician.  An  increase  in  pneumonia  is  often 
reported  among  older  people  when  any 
influenza  strain  occurs  in  Utah,  local  doctors 
said. 

Drop  deadline 
coming  Friday 

After  Friday  at  4:30  p.m.  it 
will  be  too  late  to  drop 
classes  for  academic  reasons.

The  proposal  was  ratified 
by  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks. 

All  drop  cards  must  be 
turned  in  to  the  Registration 
Office,  ASB,  by  5  p.m. 
Friday. 


The  president  of  Boston 
University  will  address 
Tuesday’s  forum  assembly  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  Marriott 
Center. 

Dr.  John  R.  Silber,  an 
internationally  recognized 
scholar  and  authority  on  18th 
century  philosopher 
Immanuel  Kant  and  the 
philosophy  of  law,  will  speak 
about  “Reality  and  Illusion  in 
Higher  Education.” 

Dr.  Silber  received  his 
Ph.D.  from  Yale  University  in 
1956.  He  has  received  the 
Morris  Ernest  Award  for 
Excellence  in  teaching  and 
the  Danforth  Foundation’s  E. 
Harris  Harbison  Award  for 
distinguished  teaching. 

Silber  is  a  native  of  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  and  had  been 
associated  with  the  University 


of  Texas  from  1955  after 
teaching  four  years  at  Yale. 

He  was  appointed  as  the 
seventh  president  of  Boston 
University  in  December  1970. 

“By  reputation  he  is  one  of 
the  most  competent  and 
original  thinkers  in  the 
mainstream  of  American 
higher  education,”  said 
Robert  Webb,  assistant  to 
BYU’s  academic  vice 
president. 

“He  has  spent  the  last 
several  years  in  educational 
administration,”  continued 
Webb,”  and  that  gives  rise  to 
the  ideas  and  observations  he 
will  discuss.” 

A  question-and-answer 
session  i  will  be  held  in  the 
Varsity  '  Theater  after  the 
forum  assembly. 


questions  are  still  to  be 
answered  on  whether  the 
budget  will  be  adequate  to 
stimulate  the  economy  and 
whether  it  might  increase 
inflation. 

Chairman  A1  Ullman  of  the 
House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  an  Oregon 
Democrat,  said  he  was 
“highly  doubtful”  that 
Congress  would  vote  higher 
defense  spending  or  approve 
the  $17  billion  in  spending 
cuts. 

Ford  said  at  the  White 
House  that  he  believes  the 
recession  will  end  at  mid-year 
and  that  the  economy  should 
be  increased  at  a  5  per  cent 
annual  rate  by  the  end  of 
1976. 

He  also  said  that  consumer 
prices  will  increase  slightly 
more  than  9  per  cent  overall 
in  1975,  down  from  12.2  per 
cent  last  year. 

Ford’s  budget  projects  an 
1  1 .3  per  cent  increase  in 
consumer  prices  this  year,  as 
measured  at  an  average 


annual  rate,  while  Ford 
talked  separately  of  a  9  per 
cent  increase,  measuring 
December,  1975  prices 
against  December  1976 
prices. 

“While  these  projected 
figures  present  no  rosy 
picture,  they  forecast  the  real 
improvement  we  expect  in 
the  coming  months  .  .  .”  Ford 
said. 

He  said  his  budget  and  a 
separate  economic  report  to 
be  released  Tuesday  are  “the 
plain  truth.” 

“The  figures  used  are 
honest  and  conservative  — 
and  we  hope  to  do  better 
than  the  forecast,”  he  said. 

The  budget  outlook  for 
unemployment  and  economic 
growth  beyond  1976  are  not 
forecasts  of  probable 
economic  conditions,  but  are 
“projections  consistent  with 
moving  gradually  toward 
relatively  stable  prices  and 
maximum  feasible 
employment,”  in  the  words 
of  the  budget  itself.

'Stop-and-questiorT  bill 
passed  by  Utah  House

Representatives  Monday, 
barely  getting  the  38  votes 
needed  for  passage. 

The  House  vote  was  38-26. 
It  was  the  House’s  third  vote 
on  the  bill. 

The  House  also  received 
another  controversial  bill 
Monday,  but  sent  it  back  to 
committee  for  more  work. 

That  bill,  HB  71,  would 
have  established  a  system  for 
recalling  elected  officials. 

House  Bill  67,  the  police 
“stop-and-question”  measure, 
was  passed  by  the  House  last 
week  and  an  amended  version 
was  passed  by  the  Senate. 

Because  the  Senate  version 
was  amended,  it  was  sent 
back  to  the  House  on  Friday 
for  concurrence.  The  House 
accepted  the  Senate 
amendment,  but  rejected  the 
bill,  33-35. 

The  bill’s  sponsor  brought 
the  bill  back  to  the  House 
floor  Monday,  where  it  was 
finally  passed,  38-26. 

Now  it  goes  to  the  governor 
for  his  signature. 

The  bill  gives  policemen  the 
right  to  stop  and  question  a 
person  in  a  public  place  when 
there  is  probable  cause  to 
suspect  the  person  is,  has,  or 


is  attempting  to  commit  a 
crime. 

The  measure  gives  more 
latitude  than  the  present  law, 
which  allows  such  privilege 
just  for  felonies. 

The  original  bill  was  more 
liberal  than  the  one  finally 
passed.  It  allowed  the  officer 
to  stop  a  person  for  just 
“reasonable,”  rather  than 
“probable”  cause. 

The  Senate  changed  the 
wording  back  to  “probable,” 
and  the  House  agreed  to  the 
amendment. 

Under  this  bill,  the  officer 
who  stops  a  person  can 
demand  of  him  “his  name, 
address  and  an  explanation  of 
his  actions.”  He  is  not 
allowed  to  frisk  the  person. 

House  Bill  71,  which 
provided  for  the  recall  of 
elected  officials,  was  debated 
on  the  House  floor  Monday 


afternoon. 

It  had  been  reported 
favorably  out  of  the  Local, 
State  and  Federal 
Government  Committee,  but 
the  House  rejected  the  report 
and  sent  it  back  to 
committee. 

The  bill’s  sponsor,  Rep.  T. 
Quentin  Cannon,  R-SLC,  was 
not  happy  with  the  House 
action. 

“They’ve  effectively  killed 
it  by  sending  it  back  to  the 
committee,”  he  said. 

In  other  action  Monday, 
the  landlord-tenant  act  was 
scheduled  for  more  discussion 
before  the  House  Committee 
on  Business,  Consumer 
Concerns  and  Industrial 
Development.  In  committee 
meeting  Friday,  a  provision 
was  struck  that  would  have 
included  university  housing 
under  the  bill’s  jurisdiction. 


Russian  vows 
aid  for  Syria

CAIRO  (AP)  -  Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei  Gromyko 
pledged  on  Monday  the  Kremlin  would  help  “consolidate 
Syria’s  defense  power,”  then  flew  to  Cairo  to  try  to  patch  up 
differences  with  the  Egyptian  leadership. 

Gromyko  gave  no  details  on  possible  new  military  aid  to 
Syria,  but  in  a  joint  communique  ending  a  three-day  visit  to 
Damascus,  he  stressed  Syria’s  “legitimate  right  to  use  all 
means  to  liberate  its  occupied  territories.” 

He  and  Syrian  President  Hafez  Assad  also  called  for  a  new 
round  of  Geneva  peace  talks  to  start  within  a  month  and 
signed  a  pact  providing  Soviet  aid  to  Syrian  irrigation  and 
fishery  projects.  No  figures  were  announced. 

Flying  into  Cairo  from  Syria,  the  Kremlin’s  more 
cooperative  ally  in  the  Middle  East,  Gromyko  abruptly 
underscored  differences  with  Egypt  by  reiterating  his  call  for 
an  immediate  resumption  of  the  Geneva  peace  talks. 

Egyptian  Foreign  Minister  Ismail  Fahmy  greeted  Gromyko 
with  a  handshake  at  the  airport,  but  there  was  none  of  the 
exuberance  that  characterizes  an  arrival  by  Secretary  of 
State  Henry  A.  Kissinger. 

Egypt  opposes  resumption  of  the  Geneva  talks  at  this 
point,  preferring  to  rely  on  Kissinger’s  step-by-step  approach 
to  a  settlement.  Kissinger  is  due  to  continue  his  efforts  with 
another  Middle  East  swing  later  this  month. 

President  Anwar  Sadat,  who  will  see  Gromyko  Tuesday, 
told  Egyptian  newsmen  Sunday  night  it  was  “in  Egypt’s 
interest  that  the  United  States  succeed  in  achieving 
something  toward  a  solution  before  we  go  to  Geneva.” 

Sadat  also  said  it  would  be  treason  if  Egypt  did  not  accept 
an  interim  agreement  that  returned  the  key  Milta  and  Gidi 
Passes  in  Sinai  and  the  Abu  Rudeis  oil  fields  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  the  Gulf  of  Suez  if  Kissinger  produced  an  offer  from 
Israel  that  included  them. 

Sadat  and  Kissinger  believe  a  return  to  the  conference  table 
at  Geneva  would  break  down  in  bickering  over  divisive  issues 
such  as  the  Palestinians  and  the  status  of  Arab  Jerusalem. 

The  Soviet  Union  has  been  trying  to  blunt  Kissinger’s 
step-by-step  approach.  In  testimony  to  a  Senate  committee 
last  week  Kissinger  admitted  the  Russians  would  have  to  be 
brought  more  closely  into  the  next  phase  of  peacemaking. 

Egyptian  Foreign  Ministry  sources  said  before  Gromyko’s 
arrival  they  did  not  expect  concrete  results  from  the  visit. 

Soviet  sources  said  in  addition  to  hearing  the  Egyptian 
views  on  the  eve  of  another  Kissinger  visit,  Gromyko  would 
express  the  Soviet .  Union’s  displeasure  with  Sadat’s  arms 
shopping  expedition  to  France  last  week,  where  he  bought  an 
estimated  40  Mirage  fighter-bombers.

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Recession  to  worsen,  officials  say 


WASHINGTON— The  economy,  already  in  the  throes  of 
the  worst  recession  since  World  War  II,  will  sink  deeper  this 
year,  the  Ford  Administration  predicted  today. 

Unemployment,  which  averaged  5.6  per  cent  last  year,  is 
expected  to  average  8.1  per  cent  over  the  year  in  1975. 
Inflation,  which  rose  at  an  1 1  per  cent  average  annual  rate  in 
1974,  is  forecast  to  climb  at  about  the  same  rate- 11.3  per 
cent  this  year. 

And  total  output  of  the  nation’s  goods  and  services,  the 
Gross  National  Product,  will  decline  at  an  even  sharper  rate 
than  last  year. 


Abortions  approach  million  mark 


NEW  YORK-There  were  at  least  750,000  legal  abortions 
in  the  United  States  in  1973  and  an  estimated  900,000  in 
1974,  according  to  a  new  study  of  the  effects  of  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  on  abortion. 

The  totals  compre  with  about  600,000  reported  legal 
abortions  in  1972,  the  year  before  the  court  struck  down 
state  laws  that  restricted  the  operation  and  make  abortion 
the  most  common  legal  surgical  procedure  after 
tonsillectomy,  the  study  said. 


Viet  government  closes  newspapers 


SAIGON,  South  Vietnam-The  South  Vietnamese 
•  government  closed  five  opposition  newspapers  today  and 
arrested  19  of  their  officials  and  staff  members  as 
“Communsit  Infiltrators.” 

It  was  the  harshest  press  crackdown  in  the  10  years 
President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu  has  been  in  power. 

Officials  said  those  arrested  included  one  publisher  and  a 
number  of  reporters.

Members  of  the  10  BYU 
stakes  were  told  Sunday  to 
give  their  first  allegiance  to 
the  LDS  Church  and  to  set 
themselves  up  as  an  example 
to  the  world. 

Speaking  to  a  crowd  of 
more  than  14,000  at  the 
10-stake  fireside  held  in  the 
Marriott  Center,  Elder 
Delbert  L.  Stapley  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  said  he 
was  “very  proud  of  the 
church.  There’s  much  about 
it  to  make  all  of  us  proud.” 

Talking  about  the 
worldwide  progression  and 
growth  of  the  church,  Elder 
Stapley  said  in  his  opinion 
the  church  is  better  known 
and  better  received  by 
peoples  of  the  world  than 
ever  before. 

He  added  that  students 
could  contribute  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  church 
through  their  conduct.  By 
“maintaining  the  code  of 
honor  and  meeting  the 
standards  of  dress  and 
grooming,”  he  said,  students 
have  increased  the  prestige  of 
the  church  and  school. 

Elder  Stapley  admonished 


his  listeners  to  remember 
their  first  obligation  is  to 
build  and  strengthen  the 
kingdom  of  God  and  to 
prepare  themselves  to  give 
their  first  allegiance  to  the 
church  itself. 

“I  don’t  think  any  man  can 
introduce  a  peace  program 
that  will  settle  the  differences 
of  mankind.”  He  added, 
“there  is  only  one  plan  of 
peace  in  my  judgement  and 
that  is  the  gospel  plan. 

We  should  do  all  we  can  to 
promote  the  work  of  the 
church  and  see  that  this 
gospel  gets  to  every  nation, 
kindred,  tongue  and  people.” 
According  to  Elder  Stapley, 
to  obtain  peace,  the  gospel 
must  be  introduced  to  all  the 
people  of  the  world. 

He  referred  to  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  as  an 
example  for  the  church  and 
urged  members  to  follow  his 
teachings.  “If  we  follow  his 
teachings. .  .  if  we  follow  his 
example,  we  will  never  go 
wrong.” 

Elder  Stapley  added  that  if 
the  people  of  the  church  are 
to  be  united  it  will  be  because 
they  support  the  president  of 
the  church. 

He  said  students  should  be 


preparing  themselves  now  to 
face  temptation.  “The  Lord 
has  built  into  each  and 
everyone  of  us  a  power  that 
we  can  overcome  any  evil  or 
any  temptation.” 

Elder  Stapley  challenged 
his  listeners  to  stay  on  the 
Lord’s  side,  asking  them, 
“Have  you  made  up  your 
minds  as  to  how  you  want  to 
live?  Have  you  made  up  your 
mind  how  you  will  react  to 
temptation  should  it  come

“Our  body  cells  are  always 
changing  as  we  go  through  a 
seven-year  cycle,  so  if  you 
want  to  be  in  perfect  health 
throughout  that  period,  start 
good  eating  habits  now,”  said 
Mrs.  Mae  Carter,  a  registered 
nurse  and  nurse  practitioner 
at  BYU  Health  Center. 

The  four  basic  good  groups 
are  a  good  guide  to  healthy 
eating  habits,  said  Mrs. 
Carter.  These  include  the 
milk  group,  meat  group, 
vegatable  and  fruit  group,  and 
the  bread  and  cereal  group. 
Mrs.  Carter  agreed  with  the 
adage  “you  are  what  you 

oat  ” 


though  seasonal  fruits  and 
vegetables  are  inexpensive. 

The  expectant  mother 
needs  to  increase  her  intake 
in  the  milk  group,  said  Mrs. 
Carter.  This  can  be 
accomplished  by  eating  more 
milk  products. 

‘  ‘  During  pregnancy  some 
girls  have  a  hard  problem 
with  weight  control,”  she 
said.  “There  are  problems 
with  too  much  weight  gain 
and  also  not  enough  weight 
gain.”

NEW  YORK  (AP)— Kennecott  Copper  Corp.  said  today  it 
is  laying  off  more  than  1,700  employes  at  a  number  of  its 
southwestern  mining  operations  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

A  Kennecott  spokesman  said  general  business  conditions 
related  to  a  fall  off  in  world  wide  demand  for  copper  and  a 
buildup  in  Kennecott’s  copper  inventories  forced  to  move. 

The  biggest  single  lay-off,  announced  last  Friday,  involves 
1,200  workers  at  Kennecott’s  Utah  Copper  Division  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  The  division,  beginning  Feb.  17,  will  go  on  a  “10 
and  4”  schedule,  meaning  10  days  of  continuing  operations 
and  four  days  of  shutdowns  every  two  weeks. 

The  remaining  500  or  so  employes  will  be  laid  off 
beginning  Feb.  8-16  at  mines  in  Nevada,  Arizona,  and  New 
Mexico.  Weekly  production  schedules  will  be  reduced  here 
also.

Investigation  of  a  case,  especially  one 
involving  a  moving  violation,  usually 
includes  pictures  of  the  area  where  the 
citation  was  given,  according  to  the  student 
defender.  Photographs  are  taken  from  the 
student’s  and  Security  officer’s 

location  at  the  time  of  the  questioned 
violation.  Diagrams  and  statements  of 
witnesses,  if  any,  are  compiled  by  an 
attorney  in  a  brief,  he  continued. 

The  brief  also  includes  a  statement  from 
the  ticketing  officer  as  well  as  copies  of  the 
ticket  and  the  ordinance  involved.  The 
wording  of  an  ordinance  can  sometimes  be 
very  important  in  determining  if  an  actual 
violation  has  taken  place,  Hendricks  said. 

When  the  investigation  and  brief  are 
completed,  the  ticketed  student  is  notified 
by  the  Student  Defender’s  Office  and  a  trail 
date  is  set. 

Hendricks  pointed  out  that  students  who 
are  unable  to  appear  in  traffic  court  at  the 
trial  time  scheduled  may  have  an  attorney 
appear  for  them. 

Students  who  volunteer  their  time  as 
investigators  and  attorneys  gain  valuable 
experience  in  law  and  law  enforcement,  said 
Geoff  Lewis,  assistant  student  defender. 

Lewis,  a  freshman  in  law  enforcement  and 
political  science  from  Wayne,  Pa.,  added  that 
students  interested  in  law,  law  enforcement, 
political  science  and  other  related  fields  can 
learn  first-hand  about  these  areas  as 
attorneys  for  the  Student  Defender’s  Office. 

When  asked  if  there  were  ever  problems 
between  his  office  and  Security,  Hendricks 
said,  “Hardly  ever.  We  both  understand  our 
roles  and  do  what  needs  to  be  done.” 


Physicist  to  speak 
on  stellar  matter

Dr.  Hans  A.  Bethe  of  Cornell  University  will  speak  at  4:10 
p.m.  in  260  ESC.

Dr.  Bethe  received  the  Nobel  Prize  in  1967  for  his 
contributions  to  the  theory  of  nuclear  reactions,  especially 
his  discoveries  concerning  energy  production  of  stars. 

After  receiving  his  doctorate  in  1 928  from  the  University 
of  Munich,  Dr.  Bethe  was  an  instructor  of  physics  at  the 
Universities  of  Frankfurt,  Stuttgart,  Munich,  Cambridge  and 
Rome. 

In  1935  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  joined  the 
Cornell  faculty  as  an  assistant  professor. 

He  was  instrumental  in  work  to  develop  the  atomic  bomb 
while  he  worked  at  Los  Alamos  Scientific  Laboratory  during 
World  War  II. 

In  1938,  Dr.  Bethe  proposed  the  “proton-proton”  process, 
in  which  protons  eventually  form  alpha  particles,  a  source  of 
stellar  energy.

Bilingual  and  bicultural  programs  are  being 
established  on  BYU  campus  to  aid 
Spanish-speaking  Americans. 

The  Spanish-speaking  American  Studies 
Program  deals  with  language  and  cultural 
exchange.  Anglos  and  Spanish-speaking 
American  students  are  educated  for  future 
job  situations,  said  Dr.  J.  Halvor  Clegg, 
coordinator  for  the  Spanish-speaking 
American  Studies  Program. 

The  bilingual  educational  program  will 
teach  students  how  to  teach  Chicanos  and 
other  Spanish-speaking  Americans,  said  Dr. 
Lyman  S.  Shreeve,  director  of  the  Latin 
American  Center. 

“The  purposes  of  the  Spanish-speaking 
American  Studies  Program  are,  first,  to 
prepare  Anglo  students  to  work  with 
Spanish-speaking  Americans,”  said  Dr.  Clegg. 
The  Anglos  learn  about  “Spanish-speaking 
Americans’  language,  their  feelings  and  who 
they  are”  through  course  study  and  practical 
job  experience,  continued  Dr.  Clegg. 

“To  see  Spanish-speaking  Americans 
become  professional,  educated  and 
successful  is  the  second  purpose  of  the 
program,”  said  Dr.  Clegg.  “They  have  the 
capability,”  he  emphasized. 

The  Spanish-speaking  Americans 
understand  the  U.S.  system  of  competition, 
but  they  need  to  know  they  can  succeed. 
The  students  take  courses  in  their  own  areas 
of  study  but  receive  counseling  from  the 
program  workers,  he  explained. 

The  program,  which  began  in  August 
1974,  recruited  students  mostly  from  the 
Mexican-American  Club  on  campus,  said  Dr. 


Clegg.  Other  interested  students  saw  it  in  the 
course  catalog.  Dr.  Clegg  said  he  “envisions  a 
time  when  they  will  work  with  anybody,” 
referring  to  all  job  situations,  including 
doctors  and  eingineers. 

Currently  the  program  has  50 
Spanish-speaking  Americans  and  30  to  40 
Anglos  involved,  said  Dr.  Clegg. 

Not  only  is  the  career  aspect  of  the 
.  Spanish-speaking  Americans  being  improved, 
but  the  education  is  being  improved  through 
bilingual  educational  programs. 

“Bilingual  educational  programs  have 
already  been  started  at  BYU  under  Latin 
American  Studies,  including  culture  classes, 
language  classes,  border  Spanish  and  Chicano 
literature,”  said  Dr.  Shreeve.  Students  in  the 
program  must  be  proficient  in  Spanish. 

With  the  demand  for  100,000  bilingual 
teachers  in  the  1970s,  Dr.  Shreeve  feels  BYU 
can  help  fill  the  needs  with  the  many 
Spanish-speaking  returned  missionaries. 

Spanish-speaking  Americans  are  influenced 
by  the  Anglo-oriented  educational  system, 
according  to  a  report  by  Dr.  Shreeve.  This 
results  in  a  50  to  80  per  cent  drop-out  rate 
among  Chicanos. 

Bilingual  education  has  begun  in  five 
school  districts  in  Utah  including  Granite, 
Jordan,  Salt  Lake  City,  Tooele  and  Ogden. 
Also  there  are  bilingual  educational 
programs  in  California  and  Texas. 

The  ciriculum  consists  of  subjects  taught 
in  both  Spanish  and  English  to  both 
Spanish-speaking  Americans  and  Anglos. 
This  allows  the  Spanish-speaking  student  to 
take  more  pride  in  himself  and  in  his 
language  and  allows  the  Anglo  student  to 
become  more  proficient  in  Spanish,  said  Dr. 
Shreeve.

Dr.  Reba  Keele,  professor  in  the  BYU  honors  program, 
advocated  achievement  for  women,  in  a  speech  she  delivered 
.  Thursday  to  BYU  students. 

Dr.  Keele’s  speech,  “Winds  of  Change:  Women  Achieving,” 
was  sponsored  by  the  Academics  Committee  of  the  Women’s 
Office. 

Dr.  Keele  said  for  both  men  and  women  the  family  is  the 
first  priority,  and  quoted  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  as 
saying,  in  an  address  to  the  young  men  of  BYU,  “Your 
occupation  is  not  your  first  priority,” 

But  while  the  family  comes  first,  she  said,  it  is  not  a 
woman’s  only  stewardship.  She  criticized  the  attitude  of  “we 
must  sit  and  wait  until  God  sends  somebody  to  marry  us.” 

“Become  a  whole  person.  Develop  your  talents,”  she 
urged,  as  she  pointed  out  that  some  women  are  fulfilled  only 
if  someone  marries  them. 

She  quoted  Mrs.  Barbara  Smith,  the  new  Relief  Society 
General  president,  as  urging  woman  to  become  “the  greatest 
homemaker  and  also  the  greatest  individual  she  is  capable  of 
becoming.” 

She  also  cited  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  telling  students  the 
gospel’s  primary  orientation  toward  motherhood  is  not 
inconsistent  with  the  importance  of  learning.

NEW  YORK  (AP)— Former 
heavyweight  champion  George 
Foreman  said  Sunday  he  believes  his 
Oct.  29,  1974  title  fight  against 
Muhammad  Ali  “should  have  been 
cancelled,”  and  suggested  he  may  have 
been  drugged  at  the  time  of  the  bout 
in  Zaire. 


Foreman,  interviewed  by 
sportscaster  Howard  Cosell  of 
ABC-TV,  said  that  about  10  days 
before  the  fight  he  became  stricken 
with  an  unexplained  weakness.  “I 
could  hardly  get  up  from  the  dinner 
table  without  being  embarrassed,”  he 
said.

He  would  not  specifically 
elaborate  on  that  charge,  saying  only, 
“Something  happened,”  and  “I  was 
never  in  that  fight.” 

Looking  to  the  future,  Foreman  said 
he  has  no  plans  to  fight  Oscar 
Bonavena  or  any  other  fighter  in  the 
immediate  future.  His  only  goal  in 
boxing,  he  said,  was  to  meet  Ali  again 
and  for  that  fight  he  could  be  ready  on 
“two  days”  notice.

MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  - 
A  federal  court  trail  began 
Monday  to  test  the  “Rozelle 
rule”  — which  the  National 
Football  League  credits  with 
keeping  rich  teams  from 
raiding  the  top  players  of 
other  NFL  clubs. 

The  NFL  Players 
Association  filed  the  antitrust 
action  in  1972,  contending 
the  rule,  in  effect,  limits 
players  to  negotiating  with 
only  one  of  the  league’s  26 
teams.  The  plaintiffs  in  the 
suit  include  16  current  and 
former  NFL  players. 

The  rule  was  part  of  the 
NFL  constitution  and  bylaws 
and  was  in  effect  before  Pete 
Rozelle  became  the  league 
commissioner.  But  is  has 
become  known  as  the  Rozelle 
rule  because  of  his  decisions 
on  compensation  to  teams 
losing  players  to  another 
team. 

Each  players  is  allowed  to 
become  a  free  agent  by  playing 
out  the  option  year  of  his 
contract.  But  his  new  team 
must  abide  by  the  league 
commisioner’s  verdict  on 
compensation  to  the  former 
team  — usually  another 
highly -regarded  player.  The 
players  association  says  NFL 
teams  consider  compensation 
too  risky,  because  they  don’t 
know  what  player  they  might 
lose. 

Ed  Garvey,  executive 
director  of  the  players 
association,  says  that  before 
filing  the  lawsuit  the 
association  considered 
possible  challenge  to  the 
standard  player  contract,  the 
option  clause  and  other 
matters  dealing  with  one 
team’s  exclusive  rights  to  a 
player. 

‘‘We  opted  for  just  a 
narrow  suit,”  Garvey  said, 
“It’s  the  surgical  approach, 
just  against  the  Rozelle  rule.” 
There  have  been  1 5  other 
plaintiffs  added  since  the  suit 
originally  was  filed  on  behalf 
of  John  Mackey,  former 
all-pro  tight  end  of  the 
Baltimore  Colts.
